‘That thefe con- 
tribuzions had not been greater, was not to be attribu- 
ted to any failure of loyalty and zeal on rhe part of the 
people, but was owing to doubts entertained as to the 
application of this monty, and whether it was likely 

be be effectual. 

Since, therefore, individuals had come forward but 
flowly, it was requifite thar the Legiflature fhould effec- 
tually put the refources of the country in motion. If 
it was true that expenditure was not a criterion of in- 
come, the Legiflature mult have recourfe to fome o- 
ther means of afcertaining it; and the meeting mutt 
therefore fee that it was a duty incumbent on them, as 
Britifi merchants, to make facrifices that would be but 
Small in proportion to the good that muftyultimately arife 
from them. ‘Thus would the country convince the e- 
nemy of the*futility of their attempts to ruin our finan- 
ces, and fhew to all Europe that our refources were 
not tobe exhaulted, The confequence then would be 
the diminution of thofe taxes which fall moft heavy on 
the lower orders of the people. | He then concluded 
avith moving the following refolutions : 

r. That the privciple of finance resorted to in the last Session 
of Parliament, namely, that of raising within the year a consi- 
derable portion of the sum necessary for the public service, has 
contributed, in an eminent degree, to the improvement of pu- 

Hc eredit, and the advantage of the community.+ 

2. That this Meeting are nevertheless of opinion, that the 
criterion then assumed, as the basis of that extraordinary sup- 

ly, has been found unequal in its operation, inasmuch as it has 

hed to call forth a due ratio of contribution from many de- 
scriptions of persons. 

3. ‘That, impressed with full confidence that the resources of 
these kingdoms are adequate to the maintainanc® of our na< 
tional honour and independence, this meeting think it proper 
to declare their readiness to give their utmost support to such 
measures as the legislature may deem best calculated to call 
forth these resources in amore equal and ¢ffectual manner; 
trusting that its wisdom will devise such expedients for that 
purpose, as, combined ‘with our late glorious victories, miy 
afford the means of further spirited resistance to the power and 
pretension’ of the enemy; and’ secure ‘not only the blessings 
we now enjoy, bat also that ultimate object of all our exertions, 
a safe and honourable peace. 

Mr H. Smirn feconded ‘the refolutions. He ob- 
Served, that, after the full and able f{peech of the gen- 
tleman who had moved the refolutions, it was not ne- 
ceilary for him to add much.. He hoped that the de- 
termination of the meeting this day would add confi- 
dence to the couptry, and belie the calumnies of our 

memies. It had been their inGgigus practice to hold 
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out to Europe that our finances were exbaufled ; that 
our public fpirit was funk; that we were a diftratted 
and dividedpeople. ‘T'h® refolutions of this day would 
prove the confidence wwhig¢h ved 03 body of Britith 
mercliants eatertained in the refources’of the country, 
and the public fpirit-with whichshey were determined 
to fupport the government in defence of honour, inde- 
pendence, and’all that was dear to Englithmen, till our 
exertions at lalt procured us the bleilings of a fate and 
honourable peace.

In the firlt, which relates to the negociation for peace, 
the Deputation expreffes its furprife that the French 
Minifters fhould accufe the Deputation of not fincerely 
withing peace, but ftudying to promote delays, when 
fo many facrifices have been made—facrifices which no 
nation would have made. The conditions on which it 
infifts, and which have occafioned delay, it is added, 
are fuch, that the. refufal of them would be contrary to 
the firft bafis of peace originally agrecd on, inconfiftent 
with the national honour of Germany, and productive 
of ruin to the Empire. Such demands the duty of the 
Deputation, requires it to refitt. 

ThegDeputation concludes by declaring; that it has 
the firmeft confidence in the jultice and moderation of 
the French Government, and trufts the French Pleni- 
potentiaries, convinced that the Deputation has done its 
utmoft to remove ail difficulties, will return a concillia- 
ting and fatisfa€tory anfwerto the declaration in the 
note of the 17th of Oétober.

mented, and other meafures taken. ‘T'he note conclu- 
ded by earneftly requiring of the French Government, 
that the blockade of Ehrenbreit{tein may be raifed, and 
its re-victualling permitted. 

MILAN, OCT. 29. 

According to the report of a Ragufan Captain arri- 
ved at Genoa,jwho had been 30 days et Malta,the town, 
the firft harbour, and the forts of the ifland, in the pof- 
feffion of the French, are blovked up by five Portuguefe 
add Englifh thips of the line, and two frigates. The 
reft of the ifland has a communication with the Englifh 
and Portuguefe. The French have frequent fkirmithes 
with the peafants, who endeavour to prevent their fora 
ging. In the great harbour of Malta is a’ French fhip 
of the line and three French frigates, with two unrig- 
ged Maltefe thips of war. ‘The French garrifon in 
Malta is provided with meal for a year, and hopes to 
hold out till the ftormy weather fhail compel the aifail- 
ants to raife the blocltade.—Acccording to fome accounts 
Malta will be reftored to the Knights of the Order, 
when the negotiation between France and Naples fhall 
be amicably adjuited.

Accounts from the Hague, of the 6th, further fays, 
tha the infurrection in Brabant not being quelled, by 
way of precaution, the guards at Amfterdam had been 
doub led. The-poft however was once more free. 

An article from Amfterdam fays, the infurgents 
are {till in great force upon. the canal of Bruffels, be- 
tween that place and Antwerp. At Thyffelt there are 
3000 of them divided into companies, were they have 
appointed’'a Military Commiflion. The French Gene- 
ral Cortaup is marching againft them with 15,000 
men. All the Municipalities are declared permanent, 
and the bells taken from the {teeples to prevent the 
founding of an alarm. 

Ancona is put in a ftate of defence, though four 
Englith frigates are faid to be cruizing off that port to 
cut off all communication with Corfu.

Thefe obfervations of Carnot,point out more.cléar- 
ly the true fpirit of the French Government, in regard 
to the fyftem of partial treaties, than any argument can 
poflibly do. ¢

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“A FOREIGN POLITICS OP THE FRENCH DIRECTORY 


ae 

Thefe form the fubje@ of the 6th No. of Mailet du 
Pan’s Britifa Mercury, in which he draws the follow- 
ing juft and forcible picture of the French. Revolution, 
and the impoflibility of its rulers ever being at peace 
with Europe ;— 

This Revolution, introduced by errors and abufes, 
direSted “it firft by a cabal, and afterwards by villains, 
deltined for the happinefs of the people, that is to fay, 
for ihe impunity of thieves, mountcbanxs, and affaflins, 
is now tending to a military oligarchy, of which the 
fettled fa€tion, over which the Direftory prefide, has 
ufurped the power, and direéts the explofions. 

« An eftablithment of this nature, which makes every 
male inhabitait a foldier, the population of which is fo 
numerous, and whofe chief dogma is to fpread its prin- 
ciples over the whole world, mutt neceffarily lead to an 
eternal war with other nations. Befides, when the mi- 
litary force becomes deftin& from the political power, 
and the Generals fubjeét to civil Governors appointed 
by factions, ‘it is abfolutely requifite to fend the armies 
into other countries, that they may not embroil a Go- 
vernment ever tottering. . 

“ The {tate of peace is abfolutely incompatible with 
fuch an order of things: Thofe who fay the contrary 
have no knowledge whatever of men, of revolutions, 
of republics, and of popular faftiens.—Had the lead- 
ers of fuch a ftate the molt. peaceable inclinations, they 
would be out of their fenfes to ceafe employing at a di- 
ftahce the impetuois activity of 400,000 democrats in 
To this fundamental caufe of infociability ia the 

French Govérnment, what a force is added by the cha- 
ragters of the individuals who comg.fe it! raifed upon 
ruins, and forced to make new ones to fupport them- 
felves on them 3 owing to their original habits, manners 
devoid of delicacy ; to their principles, the forgetfulnefs 
of feruples, and the contémpt of every duty; to the 
nature of their elevation, a mixture of low and ferocious 
paflions ; ever agitated in a fermenting element ; con- 
-demned by fpeculation, and want to do mifchief ; de- 
voured by anxiety in the midit of feeming profperity ; 
and ftruck with terror at the thought, that refentment 
_ may be as implacable as remorfe! 

%* Have they fubverted a State? They dread that 
which is next to it. State after State, their fufpicious 
fury would involve either world. Can they, who have 
never. forgiven aught, conceive that thy can be for- 

_given for their uncéafing enormities? Policy can give 
them friends only among their like. It is, therefore, 
requifite for them to make crimes and criminals general, 
to furround themfelves with a circle, not of Republics, 
but of Ufurpers, and to reduce the fyftem of Europe to 
that of the French Revolution. ; 

“ Jultly did they fay in their decree, which has been 
athoufand times repeated, that their Government or 
Civil Society muft be diffolved. That fentence, lies 
on the table of the Luxembourg ; it is the polar ftar of 
their refolutions. It now requires no more, genius oF 
plan to follow this neceffary impulfion, than to flide 
down an inclined plane.” 

‘He 'then ftates, in a clear and lively manner, the ini- 
quitous conduct of the French negociators, in all quar. 
ters; who in faét, by their fchemes of plunder for 

.themfelves, and nominal idemnity to various petty 
States, feem endeavouring “ to make of Germany a 
colleétion of fafpicious gamblers round a‘gambling table, 
where France throwing the dice, may fet the company 
by the ears, and make away with the {takes curing the 
fcuffle.” An admirable hint to fome of our caricatures. 

-  Ailluding to the milder tone, which in fome inftan- 
ces the French negociators have thought fit to adopt, 
he rematks, that ‘ this double game of hypocritical 
temporifing with th¢ {trong and barefaced injultice to- 
wards the weak, is at prefent the fulcram on which the 
politics of the Directory fwing—There is nothing 
new or myfterious in this; it is the {tory of all ufurpers.” 

The intrigues of France with every power, and par- 
ticularly with Auftria, are hinted at with much acute- 
nefs and ingenuity—by which the Emperor may be 
induced “ to facrifice Europe for the acquifitiom of a 
few fquare miles.” He expreffes ahope, however, that 
this Monarch will not make “fo poor an ufe of 60,000 
Ruffians, of the Englifh victories, and of the exertions 
of the Porte.”—* No rumour, however, (he adds} is 
more credited at this moment, than that of fecret nego- 
ciations between Auftria and the Directory.” 

“ Are the views of the Emperor and the Regicides, 
(he afks)* to keep mutually on the defenfive ; or to at- 
tack each other the moft favourable moment? Some 
Minitters in Eprope can doubtlefs folve this problem, 
on which the public can only form conjectures and ro- 
mances !” ’ 

We cannot refift the pleafure of copying the follow- 
ing paragraphs, which conclude the detail of the prefent 
difpofitions of the French ufurpers towards the powers 
of Europe :— 

“ As for England; the conduct of the French Go- 
vernment towards this country will remain as unalterable 
as their paflions. The profperity and glory of the 
Englith are the vultures that are gnawing the Prome- 
theufes of the Revolution.

_™ Joufy, but a fierce and inordinate defire for thofe ad- 


vantages with which England fhines amid{t the defola- 
tion oto which the lovers of liberty have plunged 
France, it is mixed with the exafperations of pride, of 
the pride of upftarts angry at not being furrounded by 
beggars, tributaries, aud. valets; and it is mixed with 
defpair at feeing that admirable union of a powerful and 
venerated King, a free and high fpirited nation, and a 
Parliament entrufted with the national. interefts that 
can proteét its independence without pafling the bounds 
of its authority; ftanding {till unthaken “at the tide of 
five Republican codes that iave luccellively metamor- 
phofed the political ftate of France. 

“ "hey would fink England into the fea to maintain 
the fuperiority of their own Contlitution, aad to get rid 
of the fhame of the comparifon :

The alteration in the afpeét of Europe, within the laft 
fix months, which is gratefully attributed ** to the ex- 
ample of England, to the impreflion of her victories, 
and to the huntbled impotence of her enemies,” is dif. 
played in Rriking colours ; and fuch as mutt afford en- 
couragement to every lover of jultice, and peace found- 
ed on jultice throughout the world.
